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SOCIAL  WORK 
RE-ACCREDITED 

The  Avila  College  Social  Work  Pro- 
gram has  been  re-accredited  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  Social  Work  Education.  The  pro- 
gram, one  of  six  in  the  Social  Sciences 
Department,  was  established  in  1971  and 
first  accredited  in  1974  for  a three  year 
period.  The  renewal  is  for  five  years, 
through  1982. 

The  accreditation  is  based  on  a full 
review  of  the  program's  course  require- 
ments including  an  on  campus  visit  and 
interaction  with  area  social  service 
agencies  where  students  complete 
practice  related  field  instruction. 

Avila  College  has  the  only  accredited 
program  in  the  Kansas  City  area  and  is 
one  of  only  four  in  Missouri.  According 
to  program  coordinator,  Dr.  Charles 
Shapiro,  accreditation  is  important  to  stu- 
dents because  it  can  lead  to  greater 
employment  opportunities.  Further,  with 
a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  Degree  from  an 
accredited  program,  some  Avila  graduates 
have  entered  directly  into  the  second  year 
of  a two  year  Master  of  Social  Work 
Program.
